Tlic 
following account of the terrible calamity we take 
fr6m the stutcraent'of Tli6n\a"s''Kciljr, a Waiter on 
bo.-ird the steamer., l. I J J,.' ' . . ;i.r, 

Kelly nays th.it he wtis waiting on Chief Engin- 
eer Wadilell, in the me^s rnoin, at about 2U iniii- 
_\iieii to ■), |i III., on the 27th ult., when a ir.an 
named .Murray, from the engine room, came in 
and told Wailiiell tbat lie waiilt'd him to go below 
iii:tnntlij, and be not up at oiiiie aral stalled oil' on 
tlie run. yuipeutiii'^', Iroin Murray's appearance, 
that lliere w.is sometliiir^ wriiii',T. Kelly fullowtd 
tliem below and s:nv Unit the ve.sM-l was on fire, 
lie ut once ran to tin.' cabin and inlil (Captain Hud- 
son, who \vas sittiiiu lit thuhe.id of the t.ible, that 
til vessel ^v.^s ou lire. Tiie C-iptaiii ut lirst lionbtcd 
tlu> Kt:iteiiu'iit, hut just then a liille hoy cried 
'■ Fire !" and he llieii r.iii on iloek and broke open 
the ihuir w hii li eoiniuiitiie ile< with the c.-isiiin 
nroiind tlmsinoke-staek, wbea the Ibimes instantly 
burst forth. The steum. puiup.was immediately 

got to work, and water thrown down throii>(h the 
oor, but too late lo aricst tho flainea, which very 
loon destroyed the hose and rendered tiU rffort to 
»BVc the ressel useless. On thciflrat' alkriil the 
steamer waii beaded fur land, and all tho passen- 
ger* orilcred fjrward. 

The panir, however, prevented the order beiiiu 
obeyed, and a larsie nnniber, including; many of 
tlio women and eliildren, rushed aft and ^vorc soon 
eut oil' entirely from suci:or. 'J'liree of the bouts 
(,'otoiriu safeiy soon alter G o eloek, but the other 
sivaiiijied on bi-iiii; la.inehed. Kelly stiiid on board 
after the hii.ils were olV, un'il Ilie lire beeanie so 
hot that be w.is t'on'eJ to jiinii) overhoard and Bwiin 
fur life. After beiiiL; in ilie water half un hour he 
caiao across a man who wan swimming with two 
nre-prcaervers, and he took one. of them. , After 
being; in the water cifsht hours he was washed 
ashore, so ivciik and o.\haiislc'd lliat lie hud tu crawl 
a mile or more on his h lods and kiioe.t bsforo lie 
could reijjin the use of his limbs. He de^rribr.i 
Ibc pinie on board when the cry of tiie was raised, 
hn terrible in the c.\tieine. .Men and |«onuii, 
with nold upon their pers im, rippod oiien their 
tdollies and threw tin- ;;.im1 in I'.aii Ifu'l i over the 
decks. Tboniauds ol' du',1.114 w^re thus sc.ittered 
about. 

The sleaiiicr did iiot .sink, but heaiheil head on, 
with many of the pas>ciij,ers sliU cliugini; tu the 
bows, most of wh.iiu, however, washed .ishore, 
their bodies beinj,' tumbled in Ibe surf until life 
was extinct. . , . 

' About 100 of tho passengers had succeeded in 
xuncliiug the Turecastlei when the flames bursting 
out amidships cut oil' all cflinmunicatiun between 
the furo anil after pari tif tho* 'ship. The sea was 
cWim, but the westerly wind hinled the tlatnei aft, 
and soon many who «crc in that p.irt ul the vessel 
leaped e.irly into ibc .sea and were diowiied. There 
appear to liave bei'ii plen'y of l.l'e-preservers on 
tiu::rd, but they wire in llf hoitT luiii not easily 
reached. The p'iiii|H weie iii inued. the male pas- 
seni^ers vieili;^ with the eie-.v tu work thein, but 
the tlauies burst out so r.ipidly ih.it, they soon bad 
to bu deserted. 

There was a ti riihle pai.ii: .iinonx the piisseiigcrs 
nn the forecastle, yet no mote than mii;bt have 
been expected. A few leaped into the soa, and 
very few of them provided with life-preservers. 
Others clung to the deck till the lire compelled 
them tu leap oll'or endure a more hurriblo death. 
Others, whose garments wete on Are, had to be 
thrust overboard as the desperate chance of life. 
The iMirricmo deek fell with a crash, while the 
vessel was still under way. ."Several ropes were 
inade fast to the .sides of Ilie ship and thrown 
overboard, I'.isscuKers descended by these to the 
water, but they were so.oi s.i nv.icli 1. ruled that 
those who lirst went do.m hy them were erowded 
Dtf and drowned. Oiu of Ilie.-e ro|ies burned oil', 
and all w!io Kfre iHi it s:iiik toneilier. I,ile-pro- 
Bcrvcrs, .spars, ev. ryth ;ii„' thai would float, was 
thrown overhoard hy lints.' wiio could reach tbcin, 
and the survivors nvaili d ihemselves of their aid. 

Of the leu b.ials ou !i!.ird but (our could bo 
re.iehed. One of these was capsized anil sunk on 
beiiiH l.inuched. The other thr«e were lilled when 
launehed, but many of thnsu who were loiriid 
.swimming were taken on hoard. They could not 
land. through tho surf, and instantly steered oil' lor 
Mailzanillo.' ..^ ; 

The ship .struck when abuul 3J0 yanls from the 
beaeb, where a heavy surf was roUin;;. IJy the 
.shock many who still clung to the bows were 
thrown overh ianl. Tho last'to leave the shio were 
(-'iipl.iiiis Hudson and I'farson, who dropped tiom 
Ibe howsurit after the vessel he iehed, and with 
i;re.it dilli iiliy in i.le their w.iy i,i the shore. 

.Many werc'waslied up iiy the surf more dead 
Ib m' alive. 'I'liose who were in better eoiidition 
labored faitlil'uUy to dr.iw them out of the surf, 
liy sit o'clock the vessel, except hot hu^e ma- 
cliinery, bad eiitirelv disiippeared, the fire having 
burned .ill the woiilAork' to the water's edge. 
The living on shore coiinied some 80 — and there 
wero.niaiiy duiid. These were e.irel'uUy conveyed 
tu tKo.'.np'pcr Uciicti, anil, .is ni^bt drew on, the sad 
jurvivArs prepared as they uiijlit to pass the night. 
Tliey almost biirb'd ' lieiiisi lveH in the dry sand 
h uh for warmth, for as ilie niyht pro. ceded it 
y.vu\i ipiilo cold, and for priitectioii from the moB- 
(laitos .md sand Hies which very much toriuenled 
them. , 

K uly next moniiii'' the liviiiu; l iok sueli thin 
boards as tliey could llnd ou the beach, and with 
Iheiii e>;c ivale.l a ;;r.iv.! for eiuh of the Ili ile.id 
w .ose hodies had lieoii wished ;isliore. The si:r- 
vivors then si n ted lor M.mz iiiiMo. 

'I'he St. Louis, eoniiii^ up from I'auaina, reached 
Mauzauillo on the 'JiSili. Tliure she received intel- 
li'^ence of the loss of the U.ildeii G.ite. She im- 
iiiediutely startled fur.tho iicyau ut' the wrouk, iired 
■igriarRuni;"l()'.med'bt>ats, and took ofT from the 
ahure'lill'tlie'siirvlvo'rs of the wreck who c'ould be 
found. . She icmniiied at Manzunillo till July llOtb, 
.at5 pt'in.— Icarillg Uapt. llinlsuu ami bis crew ut 
t|iat.^port to rentier any fnrllier assistance that 
might be necess ity Two ol the three boats had 
dohio safely in Inl'ore .ihe left.
